It isn’t too often that a school is lucky enough to land an All-America 
sports star. Most schools are satisfied to have just a couple of stand- 
Out athletes, let alone players of A-A rating. Well, we guess Monterey 
Peninsula College is in a league all by itself. The reason: MPC has a 
quartet of All-Americans---that’s right, four. 

Four Little All-Americans 

These four, namely Dick Brownlie, Pete Cutino, Jerry Googins and 
Tom Haine, cavort for Monterey’s crack swimming team. Led by this 
remarkable foursome, MPC surprised everyone last year by placing 
fourth in the Northern California Junior College meet and eighth in the 
State scramble. All this with a squad of only six men! 

Mention the names of these brilliant mermen and Nick Giovinazzo 
(Monterey high school) swimming coach, breaks out with a rash of 
praise for his stars. After all, they did help considerably in putting 
MPC on the map. 

“I’m really proud of Googins, Brownlie, Haine and Cutino.,’’ puts in 
Giovinazzo. ‘‘They did a fine job for us last year. This season they 
should be better than ever. 

“‘They: made the All-America selection the hard way, too. Since we 
had but two meéts: the boys only had two opportunities to fill a berth 
on the squad. « 

‘“‘But don’t think that they are the only fellows I am counting on. 
Chuck Easton and George Marsh, a newcomer from Tamalpais, should 
fit in our plans very well. I’m looking forward to seeing them in active 
competition.’’ 

The Little All-America swimming team is composed of the swimmers 
with the ten best times for each event. Records are sent to a central 
office (similar to track and tennis) and the ten best times are com- 
gied. Names of the performers are listed in the Swimming Guide, a 
national publication. 

Giovinazzo, as good-natured a coach as you could find, is trying his 
darndest to organize a swimming league among the Coast Conference 


junior colleges. ‘‘You see,’’ 


explains the young mentor, ‘‘There must 
be at least three schools before an official meet can be held. Right 
now Menlo has a team and all Hartnell. needs is a coach, If things get 
squared away all right, we will be able to have our first meet between 
Coast Conference schools. And when this precedent is established, 
there is a good chance that other schools, such as Contra Costa and 
Marin will take up swimming, thus opening the door, so to speak, to a 
swimming league. The tough job is getting the ball rolling.’’ 

With a guy like Giovinazzo at the helm, a swimming league isn’t far 


off.
